Being  of  a  bright  and  easy  character,  the  contents  of  this  book  will  be  found  of  practical  value  in 
most  chorus  choirs.  No  higher  commendation  is  necessary  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  our  former 
issues,  than  to  say  that  this  one  is  like  them  in  all  of  their  good  qualities, — besides  which  it  has  some 
advantages  arising  from  the  augmented  experience  of  the  authors.  It  will  be  found  to  contain  as  many 
good  pieces  as  the  other  books,  while  the  price  is  but  one  half,  a  matter  of  some  consequence  to  many 
choirs.  As  indicated  by  its  name,  the  Organ  Score  (or  short  score  as  sometimes  designated)  is  used 
whenever  possible, — most  music  readers  are  familiar  with  this  method  of  printing  music ;  nothing  is 
gained  by  spreading  four  parts,  with  organ  accompaniment,  over  an  entire  brace  of  six  lines  when  a 
brace  of  two  lines  will  better  serve  the  purpose, — not  the  least  advantage  being  that  fewer  turning  over 
of  pages  is  required. 

Hoping  for  this  work  a  favorable  reception  from  our  brother  choristers  we  take  pleasure  in  leaving 
its  further  criticism  or  eulogy  in  their  hands.
